Government shops would be es- 
tablished only in such cqmmunities 
where the majority so desired. No 
“open bars” would be permitted. 
Premier Rhodes said that should 
the present temperance act be up- 
held in the plebiscite, the Govern- 
ment would stand behind its strict 
enforcement and would be pre- 
parel to consider any ::1ch amend-

' REICH OPPOSES PLEBISCITE 


TO DISCREDIT YOUNG PLAN 


Proclamation Says Project Would 
Incite People Against Good 
Will Policy.

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LONDON SURPRISED 
AT MARKET TRENDS 


By ARTHUR W. KIDDY.

“LONDON, Oct. 12.—Once again 
the markets have belied all expec- 
tations. If .« fortnight ago it had 
been asserted that, following the 
Hatry crash and the establishment 
of a 6% per cent bank rate, gilt- 
edged securities, and in fact most 
stocks weuld hare shown a onsid- 
erable recovery after a brief fall, 
few would have believed it. 

Yet, thus far, that has been the 
trend of stock exchange develop- 
ments. 

The press has been careful to ex- 
plain to the public that the chief 
losses incurred in the Hatry crash 
fall upon institutions that are able 
to bear the strain which has a re- 
assuring effect and the tendency 
has been to regard the trouble as 
something exceptional and con- 
fined, as it were, within ringed 
fence. 

This, however, is enly partly 
true. 

Postponement of the spectal set- 
tlements in the Hatry group may 
ease the troubies in some respects, 
but must necessarily prolong the 
uncertainties. 

Too Early to Form Opinion, 

Moreover, although the effect of 
the higher bank rate is softened by 
the response given by foreign ex- 
changes, and while-the liquidation 
in Wall street was regarded as a 
favorable feature, combine@ with 
your easier money rates, it is too 
early yet to say that the main prob- 
lems with which the higher bank 
rate was called upon to deal have 
been settled.

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CANVASS IN ST. LOUIS 


Chamber of Commerce Mails 
Ballots in Attempt to De- 
termine Sentiment. 


Ballots in the Chamber of Com- 
merce vote on the proposal to re- 
vise and simplify the present cal- 
endar were mailed out yesterday to 
members of the organization, the 
General Council of Civic Needs and 
to the Chambers of Commerce in 
the Greater St. Louis-area. 

‘The-ballots, prepared at the sug- 
gestion of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce in an attempt to 


ascertain the stand of business men 
throughout the country, are re- 
turnable next Saturday. 
Three propositions were submit- 
ted. The members of the organi- 
zations were asked whether they 
favored a change in the present 
calendar to simplify business rec- 
ords for periods within the year 
and for periods from year to year; 
whether the form of changes in the 
calendar should be determined 
through international conference, 
and whether the Government of 
the United States should partici- 
pate in an international conference 
to determine the form of the 
changes to be made in the calen- 
dar. 
Two Plans to Be Considered, 
The ballot explains that although 
no plan is being specifically pro- 
posed, there are two plans that 
have been most generally approved. 
One is the “Equal Quarters Pian,” 
which contemplates a year of 12 
months of equal quarters, the 
months containing 30 and 31 days 
respectively, Bnd the other, the 
“Thirteen Months’ Plan,” which 
provides for a year of 13 months 
of 28 days each, the extra days 
being designated as “blank” days. 
Arguments which have been ad- 
vancéd for an against the change 
are also listed on the baliot. 
Following are the advantages as 
proposed by proponents of revis- 
ions: Revision would remedy de- 
fects in the present calendar aris- 
ing out of inequalities in the length 
of months and quarters, and pre- 
vent shifting of dates; reduce con- 
fusion and uncertainty in economic 
calculations and provide for great- 
er uniformity in business transac- 
tions; end the present confusion 
throughout the world arising from 
the use of separate and distinct 
calendars; facilitate both domestis 
and international interchange; ef- 
fect economics in accounting and 


business comparisons; relieve some 
of the burden of administering 
government and private business; 
periods of earning and spending 
co-ordinated; family ani business 
budgeting simplified; aid in the 
observance of holidays, birthdays 
and anniversaries. because such 
events would fall on the same day 
and date each year; preserve ordi- 
nary customs and habits, and pro- 
vide a great benefit to future gen- 
erations; also contribute greatly to 
happiness anid contentment. 
Disadvantages Listed. 
Disadvantages are: It is less 
essential to equalize the quarters 
and half years since acountings for 
this period are less frequent and 
less important than monthly ac- 
countings; it would offer nothing 
of substantial value to any single 
business which that business can- 
not not enjoy, if it will. The cal- 
endar cannot be “fixed.” That 
has already been accomplished in 
the present calendar through the 
definite and unvarying relation of 
the calendar to the seasons; the 
civilized world does now possess 
or is rapidly coming. to possess a 
universal calendar and any at- 
tempt to improve the present cai- 
endar would mean annoyance and 
discomfort to millions of people: 
there would be a large number of 
complications and expense involved 
in calendar change; it would ne- 
cessitate a comprehensive change 
in a long established custom and 
would lead to a great deal of con- 
fusion; where there is need for 
accuracy in statistics and for any 
close comparisons, this need can- 
not be met through changes in 
the calendar; the value of a vast 
quantity of accounting and statis- 
tical data compiled according to the 
present calendar would be im- 
paired; the present calendar has 
the great advantage of having the 
week days follow one another in 
their seven-day cycles without a 
break.. This continuity has great 
significance to many people.

He is the man on whom 
congressional committees rely for estimates 
of probable yields when they are making up 
a new tax bill. By a method too intricate to 
be set out here, McCoy has estimated that 
the corporations of the United States are 


hold stock in a number of conerns. It is not 
possible to obtain anywhere a mere trust- 
worthy estimate than this. 


Within this group, which in itself is only 
about one-fiftieth part of the population of 
the United States, we must search for the 
tariff beneficiaries. The number of these, 
as we shall see, is so amazingly small that 
we choose to err on the side of conservatism. 
Instead of McCoy's figure, therefore, let us 
take an estimate offered by no less an au- 
thority than Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon, when he was arguing before a congres- 
sional committee for a reduction in the cor- 
poration tax. It was Mr. Melion's point that 
the proposed cut would benefit a large num- 
ber of people, and he placed the number at 
approximately 3,000,000. 
The latest available Treasury statistics 
show that there are in the United States 
about 455,000 corporations of all kinds, of 
which approximately one-fifth are engaged in 
mawufacturing. In the absence of any con- 
tradictory data, we may assume that this 
ratio of one manufacturing corporation to 
five corporations of all kinds 1s applicable 
also to the persons owning the corporations. 
Hence we divide Mr. Mellon’s liberal estimate 
of 3,000,000 by five, and conclude that the 
beneficiaries of the tariff must be sought 
within a group composed of 600,000 persons, 
or one person out of every 200 in the United 
States. 


Farmers and Miners Get 
Virtually No Benefit 

Our survey has been confined to the. bene- 
ficiaries of the tariff on manufactured prod- | 
ucts. If the criticism is raised that the farm- 
ers ought to be taken into account, the an- 
swer is that the crops planted to nearly 90 
per cent of all the tillable lands in the Unit- 
ed States receive no appreciable benefits. Es- 
sentially, as has been shown tn the debates 
on tariff and farm relief measures, the tariff 
system protects the manufacturer, not the 
primary producer. This disparity is at the 
very root of the farm problem. Those farm- 
ers who receive a net return from the tariff 
ever and above what they have to pay in in- 
creased prices for manufactured goods are 
a negligible total. As for the mineral in- 
dustry, which has a yearly production of some 
$5,500,000,000, 95 per cent of it turns out

It always seemed to me that all our other 
studies were ip the nature of a preparation 
for the course in philosophy. The head of 
this department was Charles E. Garman, who 
was one of the most remarkable men with 
whom I ever came in contact. 


He used numerous textbooks, which he 
furnished, and many pamphlets that he not 
only had written, but had printed himself 
on a hand press in his home. These he 
pledged us t6 show to no one outside the 
class because, being fragmentary, and dis- 
closing but one line of argument, which 
might be entirely demolished in succeeding 
lessons, it might involvé him in some need- 
less controversy.

As I look back upon the college 
I am more and more impressed 
with the strength of its faculty, 
with their power for good.

Chance Led Him to Law Office in 

Northampton, Mass. 

After my course was done I 
went home to do a summer's work 
on the farm which was to be my 
last. I had decided to enter the 
law and expected to attend a law 
school, but one of my classmates 
wrote me late in the summer that 
there was ani opportunity to go 
into the office of Hammond & 
Field at Northampton, s0 I applied 
to them and was accepted, 

After I had been there a few days 
a most courteous letter came from 
Hon. William P. Dillingham re- 
questing me to call on him at 
Montpelier and indicating he would 
take me into hig office. He re- 
called the circumstance when I 
fouhd him in the Senate after I 
became Vice President, 

But I had already reverted to 
Massachusetts, where my family 
had lived for 150 years before their 
advent into Vermont. Had his let- 
ter reached me sooner probably it 
would have changed the whole 
course of my life. 

Northampton was the county 
seat and a quiet but substantial 
town with pleasant surroundings 
and fine old traditions reaching 
back beyond Jonathan Edwards, It 
was just recovering from the de- 
pression of 1893, preparing to elim- 
iriate its grade crossings and start- 
ing some new industries that would 
add to the business it secured from 
Smith College, which was a grow- 
ing institution with many hundreds 
of students. 

The senior member of the law 
firm was John C, Hammond, who 
was considered the leader of the 
Hampshire bar. He was a lawyer 
of great learriing and wide busi- 
néss experience, with a remarkable 
ability in the preparation of plead- 
ings and an insight that soon 
brought him to the crucial point of

The junior member was Henry 
P. Field, an able lawyer and a 
man of engaging personality and 
polish, who I found was an Alder- 
man.

I read much in 
Milton and Shakspeare and found 
delight in the shorter poems of 
Kipling, Field and Riley. 


My first Christmas was made 
more merry by getting notice that 
the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion had awarded me the prize of 
a gold medal worth about $150 
for writing the best essay oh, 
“The Principles Fought for in the 
American Revolution,” in a compe- 
tition open to the seniors of all 
Colleges of the nation.

not difficult to master the ap- 
proaches to the law, so that given 
a certain state of facts it is pos- 
sible to know how to marshal 
practically all the legal decisions 
which apply to them. I think 
counsel are mistaken in the facts 
of their case about as often as they 
are mistaken in the law, —

All mg waking hours were 60 
fully employed that I found little 
time to play. My college was but 
elght milés distant, yet I did not 
have any desire to go back to the 
intercollegiate games, though I 
was accustomed to attend the 
alumni dinner at cOémmencement. 

There was a canoe club which I 
joined on the Connecticut, about 
a mile over the meadow from the 
town where I often went on Sun- 
day afternoon. I was ful] of the 
joy of doing smething in the 
world. 

Another reason why I discarded 
all outside enterprises and kept 
strictly to my work and my books 
was because I was keeping my 
monthly expenditures within $30 
which was furnished me by my 
father. He would gladly have pro- 
vided more had I needed it but I 
thought that was enough and was 
determined te live within it, which 
{I did. Not much was left for any 
unnecessary pleasantries of life, 

Soon after I entered the office 
Mr. Hammond was elected Dis- 
trict Att cney and Mr. Field be- 
came Mayor of the city, so that I 
saw something of the working of 
the city ,overnment and the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law. 

The first summer I was in 
Northampton came the famous 
free silver campaign of 1896.

The actual control of the corpor- 
ations benefiting from the tariff re- 
vides, of course, in a much emalier 
group.

There are suggestive data, too, 
in the study by which actuary Mo-

total he took the figute 1,269,000, 
which he arrived at by estimating 
that some $12,692,000 of dividends 
was divided at the average rate 
of $10 to the person.

To what extent is labor sheltered 
by the tariff? Here, for example, 
are some of the classes that are 
not sheltered; 3,000,000 in trans- 
portation, nearly 3,000,000 in the 
building trades, 3,126,000 clerks, 
typists, etc., 800,000 coal miners, 
and so On. More than 10,000,000 
people are laboring on farms, of 
whom probably, 80 per cent get 
no tariff benefit. 

Of the 8,300,000 wage earners 
in manufacturing, 3,500,000 are in 
industries that receive little or no 
benefits. 

Altogether, according to the 
Census Bureau, there are 28,000,- 
000 wage earners in the country. 
The proportion of the theoretically 
protected workingmen in the man- 
ufacturing industries (4,800,000) to 
this total of 28,000,000 is 17 per 
cent. Add all] the others who may 
be protected in the mining and 
agricultural industries, say 2,400,- 
000 at a liberal estimate, and the 
proportion will not run above 25 
per cent. . 

That, at a liberal estimate, is 
the size of the tariff umbrella for 
labor.

Drivers Must Revamp Habits 
To Cope With Front-Drive Era 


Drivers’ 


‘Cars; Must: Be Handled’ in New ‘Way. if Develop- 
ment Is to Be Successful—Industry Questions 


Ability.

VEN «though the front-drive 
Adcar dates back to 1965 when a 
St. Louis company commenced and 
abandoned the manufacture of this 
now widely discussed type of car, 
the modérn automobile driver will 
have to scrap a number of his pet 
ideas when, and if, moterdom Goes 
on a front-drive basis. 

Advocates of the “puller”. type 
of automobile, while enthusiastic 
over the possibilities in the “more 
perfected versions of this early de- 
sign, freely admit that the public 
must learn some new tricks if the 
change-over is to be a success. 


It does not appéar to be gener- 
ally known by the average motorist 
who is eagerly awaiting the offer- 
ing of long-heralded American 
front-drive cars that to avoid a 
skid the operator of the machine 
which delivers its power through 
the front wheels does the very 
thing which with a conventional 
rear-drive car might be fatal. 
There are also some new rules to 
be learned about hill climbing, and 
in the general operation of such 
cars there will -be occasion for 
much turning over of new leaves 
in the motorist’s book of experi- 
ence. 

It is the need for such revamp- 
ing of driving itself, rather than 
the construction problems, which 
has been delaying actual produc- 
tion of front-drive cars for popular 
consumption. Many engineers. and 
net a few manufacturers hold to 
the belief that the average motor- 
ist is not as yet skillful enough 
with the conventional car to risk 
asking him to switch to a new 
basis.. : 

If the rear-drive car starts to 
skid, for. instance, the driver. does 
not care to risk applying more 
powér to the rear wheels. To do 


so would be to cause them to slue 
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| “power skid” with ‘rear-drive cars, 


{the trick of. giving the engine gas 


around at a still faster and less 
controllable rate. Experienced driv- 
ers recognize what is known 48 a 
a condition that results from the 
rear wheels trying to get ahead of 
the front ones through too sudden 
application of power or an excess 
of it. Having learned to control 
such rear-wheel behavior it doubt- 
less will take even the most experi- 
enced drivers some time to learn 


freely ‘when the front-drive car 
tends to go into a skid. 

Sending a burst of power to the 
front wheels naturally causes them 
to pull ahead, dragging the rear 
ones after them in.a straight line. 
This naturally straightens out the 
ear. Tests show that with a front- 
drive car just about ready to spin 
around a vigorous push on the ac- 
celerator will straighten it out im- 
mediately. :

A few years more, he believes, 
and most of this wealth of legend 
and colorful background safe- 
guarded within the reservations 
will have disappeared. 

Redwing has secured the support 
of educational authorities and of 
reservation officials in his enter- 
prise; he plans an all-Indian com- 
pany, financed entirely by Indians, 
and his productions are to have 
all-Indian casts. One of them, seen 
in review here, already has won 
praise. He and Rose Marie are the 
stars. 

Redwing, educated in an Eastern 
college, has an air of refinement 
and culture.

A _ similar effect 
may be produced with paint, with 
stenciled or stippled panels. 
The French panel is. simply a 
painted background with mold- 
ings applied in pleasing rectangles. 
One of the features of French 
paneling is its appropriateness to 
practically any interior, no matter 
what the style or size of the house. 
If a smooth plaster wall is not 
available, decorators’ canvas may 
be applied first as a background 
for the molding. 
The range of color effects is un- 
limited. The panels may harmon- 
ize with the borders or they may 
contrast with them.

The size and spacing of the pan- 
els largely determines the effect 
that results. Each room differs 
from another. Each wall usually 
differs again from another wall.

The St. Louis Boy ‘Scout Har- 
monica Band, for four years a 
headliner at the Scout Circus each 
spring, will be organized on a per- 
manent basis this week, according 
to Charles H. Mills, activities di- 
rector of the St. Lquis Boy Scouts 
Council.

The first rehearsal of the perma- 
nent organization will-be held at 
the Marquette School, 4015 Mc- 
Pherson avenue, Friday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock, Prof, Eugene Hahnel, 
supervisor of music in the St. 
Louis Public Schools, who has been 
conductor since the band was first 
formed; will again direct the work. 
The first two rehearsals, this 
Friday and the next, will be only 


as their chief purpose ts to bring 
the band into shape for playing at 
the.

The Fri- 
day following the show, however, 
two classes will be organized, one 
for beginners and the other for ad- 
vanced players. 

Under the present plans, the ad-

In the mind of the average layman 
there exists a fallacious idea concern- 
ing the problems of deep-sea diving. 
It is commonly believed that the hu- 
man body can stand only a small 
amount of exterior pressure, and that 
beyond this point any increase is 
fatal. But in point of fact the body 
is eapable of withstanding terrific 
pressure, greater than anyone has 
ever experienced or probably ever will 
experience, with one sole proviso: the 


the necessary escape apparatus. of the outside sea depths, and to pressure from within must be equal, 
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as easily as on a mountain top. 

It is that problem that the 
“lung” solves. 

Briefly, the ‘‘June’’ consists of a 
rubber bag, the capacity of which 
is approximately equal to the ca- 
pacity of the human _ respiratory 
systein; a mouthpiece which fits 
closely and firmly, and which at 
the same time has a small clip 
with which to sea: the nostrils: 
and a canister of aoda-lime 
through which the air circulated 

from the body through the bag and 
back again must pass and be purified. 

The mouthplece is connected with 
the bag by two hard rubber tubes. 
one containing a valve permitting only 
exhalation, the other containing a 
vaive permitting only § inhalation. 
Thus, the wearer, breathing naturally 
through his mouth, exhales. air 
through one tube, inhales it through 
the other. Ags the exhaled air passes 
through the bag it is purified by the 
soda-lime, and made fit for use again. 

Thus is created a sealed systen of 
respiration, the air pressure in the 
lungs being governed by the exterior 
pressure on the rubber bag. If, in 
ordinary atmosphere, someone, were to 
squeeze the bag, it would increase the 


pressure on the entire system and thus —

increase the pressure on the inside of 
the lungs. 

Further, it can be seen that no 
nratter how deep the wearer of this 
outfit might descend in the water, 
the pressure of air in the respiratory 
system would constantly remain the 
same as the pressure of the water on 
the outside of the body. 

For, as he descended, the water 
pressure on the outside of his body 
would become constantly greater, to 
be sufe; but that same pressure would 
also be exerted on the rubber bag of 
his sealed breathing system, con- 
stantly increasing the air pressure 
within to exactly the same poundage. 
In consequence, no matter what the 
pressure outside might be, the pres- 
gure inside his lungs would always 
remain exactly the same, which is the 
desired condition. 


HE question of furnishing oxy- 
gen to the system during the 
long sealed period is solved by 
filling the bag and lungs with pure 
oxygen before leaving the submarine. 
This amount of oxygen, with the ald 
of the soda-lime which removes the 
actual poisons, is sufficient to last 
from 45 minutes to an hour. There 
are certain technical details, in the 
way of safety valves, material and the 
strapping-on equipment, which need 
not be mentioned as they do not 
affect the basic principle of the ap- 
paratus. 

Thus, after months of tests, Hob- 
son, Momsen and Tibbais developed 
their lung, and solved the problem of 
keeping the human being alive, safely, 
at great depths—-creating a sort of in- 
dividual cosmos for each escaper. 

Important in the detaila of the in- 
vention are these facts: 

1. The entire outfit weighs less 
than two pounds, is inexpensive to 
produce, takes up little space, and can 


thus be stored in large numbers in 


the holds of all submarines. 


2. It is self-operating, virtually 


fool-proof, requiring no 
manipulation of valves 
or attachments while 
being worn, and crews 
need but short instruc- 
tion as to its use. The 
name “lune,” further, 
is short, concise and 
quickly recognizable in 
emergency cases. 

3. It has a slight ~ 
buoyancy, which assists 
the wearer to reach the 
surface of the water, 
yet not so much as to 
render it difficult for 
him to make the neces- 
sary stops en route to 
guard against the dan- 
ger of ‘‘bends,’’ to be ex- 


plained later. 
And having solved the first prob- 
lem, the question :hen presented 


itself as to how tw effect the neces- 
sary escapes fioin the actual huh of 
the sunken vessel, and, having ef- 
fected such escapes, how to get the 
crew members to the surface of the 
water. 

Here enters a perplexing question 
of physiology. For while the ques- 
tion of external and internal pressure 
on the body has been explained here- 
tofore, there is one shortcoming in it. 
Changes of pressure on the interior of 
the body must take place slowly, for 
the human system is a complex and 
delicate organism. If the escaper rises 
too quickly to the surface of the water 
trouble ensues. 


HE reason for this is that, as 
the pressure within the lungs 


increases, that pressure is also 
handed on through the various organs 
and functions of the body. The actual 
blood carpuscles themselves increase 
their pressure until they balance the 
pressure in the lungs. 

As the pressure in the lungs de- 
creases, the pressure throughout the 
body also decreases, but not simulta- 
neously. The reduction throughout 
the biood lags very ‘perceptibly, for 
the circulation system of the _ cor- 
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puscles is extensive, and before they 
nave an opportunity to thoroughly re- 
lease their pressure there is a consid- 
erable tract through-which they must 
travel. 

Yet, until they get back to the 
heart, they stil! are exerting the same 
pressure as was conveyed to them 
when they last passed through the 
lungs and, tf the pressure on the out- 
side of the body is suddenly removed, 
they immediately become over-bal- 
anced. 

It is this condition that results in 
the dreaded ‘bends,"’ and to avoid the 
ailment it is necessary for the diver 
to reach the surface in comparatively 
short moves, with a wait between 
times to allow his system to readdust 
itself to the changing pressure a little 
at a time. 

To make this possible, a reel of 
marked rope with a large cork buoy at 
the end is maintained outside the sub- 
marine next to the escape haiches.

His fear of death at the 
hands of assassins had become a defi- 
nite paranoia. When he walked down 
the street with his peculiar twisting 
gait he kept looking always from side 
to side. He was suspicious of almost 
everyone. I think he lived quite 
alone.”’ | 

In 14 years, then, Manby disinte- 
grated. There seems to have been a 
number of causes. One may have been 
his connection many years ago with 
the Mystic mine and its consequences. 
Manby was associated in the Mystic 


£ a aeeta 


mine with two early pros- 
pectors, Jack Ferguson 
and Bill Wilkinson. The 
Mystic was never regard- 
ed as a very valuable 
property. It was close to 
the enormously produc- 
tive Aztec gold mine. In a very short 
space of time $40,000,000 was taken 
out of the Aztec by the Dutch syndi- 
cate that owned it. 

According to William Barker of 
Santa Fe, attorney for the Manby 
estate, there is good reason to believe 
that Manby, Wilkinson and Ferguson 
“high-graded’'' the Aztec. That is, 
while Manby directed operations in the 
Mystic, Ferguson and Wilkinson se- 
cured employement in the Aztec. These 
two then enlisted a number of other 
employes ut the Aztec and each night 
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carried out as much gold as possible, 


which was cached in the Mystic and 
later dug up aa though rightfully 
found there. This subterfuge was nec- 
essary, because at that time it was im- 
possible to dispose of ‘‘free gold.’’ The

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source of the mineral had to be cer-- 
tified before it would be- accepted. 

Not long afterward this series of 
thefts was discovered. Manby, it is 
believed, lived in fear of vengeance 
from this source. Wilkinson, it is 
known, mysteriously disappeared and 
Ferguson was murdered before Manby 
ever came to Taos. 

Another factor certainly contributed 
to Manby’s disintegration. Paresis, 
from which he had long suffered, had 
begun to affect his mind. Moreover,

he never received any medical aid, be- 
lieving he could doctor himself. He 
took literally hundreds of nostrums 
and medicines, despised doctors. Too, 
it was apparent of late years that he 
was hard-pressed for money. He sold 
from time to time paintings, rugs, an- 
tiques. It is known that a week be- 
fore his death he tried to dispose of a 
cigar box nearly full of free gold. At 
least three persons saw the box of gold 
dust. This is some slight substantia- 
tion for the rumors that large quan- 
tities of gold were ccncealed about the 
house and gardens. 

Then, as probably the strongest im- 
pulse of his life, was his con- 
nection with the woman, Teri- 
sita Ferguson. She gets her 
name from her father. Her 
mother was a Mexican woman. 
Almost every day for the last 
20 years of his life Manby rode 
on his powerful black stallion 
to the Ferguson woman’s 
ranch, four miles cut of town. 

According to Barker, who 

spent nearly a 
week in a mi- 
nute examina- 
tion of Manby’s 
private papers, 
voluminous dia- 
ries and person- 
ee, al effects, there 
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ae is no doubt 
that he was 
passionately and deeply in love 
with Terisita. Barker found 
dozens of her photographs among 
Manby’s papers, and some cf them 
with the outlines of the face traced 
and retraced with painstaking 
care. Many pages in the diaries con- 
cern: her and Manby’s love for her. 

As for Terisita, her reputation is no- 
torious. She has at least five children, 
parentage doubtful. For a year or 
more she has been living with a young 
Mexican, Carmen Duran. She, of 
ccurse, could not deceive Manby en- 
tirely. Just how far she deceived him 
is not known. The house in which she 
lives is disordered, untidy—filthy, al- 
most. It is overrun with children of 
various ages and various origins. And 
yet—she must be 40—she retains a 
genuine beauty. Her face is thin, del- 
icate, with fine features, fine, arched 
eyebrows above clear, hazel eyes. It 
is not difficult to see that she was 
once a very beautiful woman. 

One more * element. Across the 
street from Manby’s house lives W.-T. 
Hinde, a blacksmith. Manby brought 
Hinde over from England. He had 
been a London bobby. For 23 years 
he has been very close to Manby, aid- 
ing him in various ways. He is the 
executor of the estate, a tall, quiet 
map whose apeech still retains the 
trace cf his English antecedents. 


ANBY’S body was found on 
AY, Ee 3. Just who first discov- 

ered something wrong is 
not clearly kncwn and is a point on 
which no one cares to talk. Sev- 
eral people were at once called in, 
including Dr. T. P. Martin, Manby's 
next-door neighbor. The trunk lay cn 
an army cot in the hall, just off the 
entrance vestibule. The shoulders 
were pressed rather closely against the 
wall. The head lay on the floor in an 
adjoining room, a kind of living room. 
One of the three large police dogs that 
Manby kept was in this room. A sec- 
ond one, chained in the entrance 
court, had to be shot before investi- 
gators could enter. And a third was 
confined in the patio. Examination of

the trunk disclosed that the chest had 
been lacerated. 

A Coroner’s jury was hastily called. 
It was a nasty business. The body was 
identified as Manby'’s. A perfunctory 
examination was made and the jury 
returned a hasty verdict. It was found 
that Manby had died from ‘natural 
causes, probably as a result of the dis- 
ease from which he suffered and that 
the body had been attacked by the dog 
confined in the house, driven mad from 
lack of water. This done, the body 
was quickly buried, outside the ceine- 
tery, not far from the grave of Kit 
Carson. 

Generally, little regret was felt. 
Manby was not popular. He had an- 
tagonized a number of people and, 4dc- 
cording to the lawsuits frequently 
brought against him, cheated a num- 
ber of others. There was a certain 
cynicism. People said: ‘Oh, well, he’s 
better off dead, anyway.”’ : 

But the matter was not to rest so 
easily. A newspaper, the Santa Fe 
New Mexican, began an investigation. 
Rumors spread. And Barker, on be- 
half.of the estate, which seems to be 
more or less nonexistent, employed H. 
C. Martin, a private detective, to come 
to Taos for one day and make a cur- 
sory investigation. Martin, a French 
Canadian, who came to Santa Fe be- 
cause of his wife's ill-health, is an ex- 
pert detective. He has worked on 
cases in a number of large cities and 
since coming west has been occasion- 
ally employed by the State of New 
Mexico. 


E CAME to Taos to stay one 
H ew. and was so fascinated by 

the whole case that he remained 
two weeks. At the end of that time, 
at his inatigation, the body was ex- 
humed and a careful autopsy made. As 
a result the verdict of the Coroner's 
jury was reversed. It was found that 
Manby had probably died from shot- 
gun wounds inflicted by a person or 
persons unknown who had then sev- 
ered the head from the neck. 

Other facts were brought out. It 
was revealed that three attempts had 
been made oun the life of a watchman 
posted to guard the Manby house after 
the discovery of the body. These at- 
tempts were made by men trying to 
gain entrance to the house. Too, 
Manby’s two brothers, Eardley B. 
Manby of Woodhall Spa, Lines, En- 
gland, and Alfred V. Manby of Cluny, 
Alberta, Canada, called upon Governor 
Dillon in indignant letters for an in- 
vestigation. 

Nothing has come of it. Attorney- 
General Otero has built up a case for 
his ‘‘natural-death” decision. He sticks 
to the contention that the dog had at- 
tacked the body. 

Detective Martin's professional! pride 
is hurt. While he will not disclose the 
evidence in his possession, he has 
made a report to Governor Dillon, at- 
tempting to show that there is suffi- 
client ground for several arrests. He 
does not go so far as to say he could 
secure convictions at the present stage. 
He world require, he says, about 
$2000 for a further investigation. As 
irrefutable proof that it was murder, 
he exhibits photographs to show that- 
the head could have been severed only 
by a sharp knife. 

Here, in the opinion of moat old res- 
idents, the case will end, to remain for 
ali time a favorité ground of specula- 
tion among criminologists and special- 
ists in murder. And it will certainly 
be a fertile field. For example, J. H.

WELLINGTON, New Zealand. 

FTER spending 30 
years of her life in 
the bush district of 
the North Isiand of 
the South Seas with 
savage Maoris, who 
had kidnaped her 
in early childhood, 
Caroline Perrett, a 
white woman, has 
just been restored to her relatives. 

The story of the woman's return to 
a white man's civilization reads like 
one of the more improbable kind of 
movie scenarios for, aside from its ro- 
mantic setting in one of the islands 
of the South Seas, it is also the epi- 
logue of a bitter struggle of two Maori 
chieftainesses for the love of a great 
native chief. 

Strange as it may seem, the adopted 
daughter of the savage tribesmen of 
the bush is not rejoicing over the 
twist of fate which has returned her 
to the home and friends of other days, 
as a result of which the Government 
of New Zealand is now face to face 
with a problem which promises to 
have its final airing in the courts. 

So eager is the white woman to re- 
turn to her tribe and resume her rank 
as Chieftainess Mairatea Maui-waho 
that she has petitioned His Excellency 
Sir Charles Fergusson, Governor-Gen- 
eral of New Zealand to free her from 
the guardianship of her relatives by 
declaring her a Maori. 

The relatives of the white wom- 
an, who are wealthy farmers in and 
about Taranaki, North Island, and 
also socially prominent in Auckland, 
have filed a counter-petition, protest- 
ing against the return of the woman 


to the Maori tribe, over which 
she has ruled many years as a 
chieftainess. They cite that the wom- 


an's long life among the savages in 
the bush districts of the Australian 
island has rendered her incompetent 
in matters affecting her own welfare 
and interest. 


much valuable real estate, to 

which the white Maori chieftain- 
ess is the rightful heir. This realty, 
consisting chiefly of rich grazing 
tracts, is now held by the woman's 
relatives, passing to them through a 
court order when, after an absence of 
twenty years, Caroline Perrett was de- 
clared legally dead. 


Aiding the woman in her fight to 
be returned to her tribe are a num- 
ber of Maori chieftains. They are in- 
sistent that Mairatea Maui-waho re- 
join her people. Tribal law ordains 
that as long ar she is a widow she 
must weep at the grave of her late 
husband, Chief Tama-nul-a Manaia, to 
whom she bore two children. The 
woman well realizes that disobedience 
of these tribal laws will mean her 
death. But, aside from this, the Per- 
rett woman herself is most anxious to 
again be with the Maoris, for whom 
she has developed a deep and lasting 
affection. 

It was during the harvesting days 
of the autumn of 1899, as a child of 
six, that Caroline Perrett went to look 
for the cows on her parents’ farm on 
the outskirts of Taranaki, in the 
North Island of New Zealand. She 
disappeared almost within sight of 
her father, who was at the time en- 
gaged in his evening task of milking. 
Despite the most intensive search no

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trace of her was found 
until a few weeks ago. 

Several months after 
the child had vanished 
word reached the fren- 
zied parents, from a 
friendly Maori, that Caroline 
had been stolen by tribesmen 
in revenge for disturbance of 
their native burial grounds to 
make way for a railway and 
other improvements. Month 
after month, year after year passed 
without any trace of the missing 
child. But never did the mother and 
father abandon hope of some day 
finding their little girl. For years 
they kept up a systematic search 
through the North and South Islands 
of New Zealand. They also journeyed 
to the Stewart and the Chatham 
Islands in the South Seas. But their 
quests were all in vain. They were to 
go to their graves without ever know- 
ing the fate of their daughter. The 
father was gored to death by a mad 
bull in 1918. Heart-sick and weary, 
the mother died the following year of 
a trcpical fever. 


On her deathbed, the mother asked 
her assembled relatives to continue 
the search for the missing girl, a re- 
quest which was to have a dramatic 
denouement a few 
days ago in the re- 
gion of Taneatua. 

Just recently a 
niece of the missing 
woman had occasion 
to pay a visit to Ta- 
neatua, where she 
espied a comely- 
looking Maori chief- | 
tainess, who was at the head of a 
band of natives bound for the gum 
fields of Whangarel. 
garbed in the costume of the ab- 
origines of the bush district. 
her shapely neck dangled a tiki, that 
grotesque figure of green stone worn 
as an ornament by Maoris of high 
rank. In the ears of the woman were 
sharks’ teeth and albatross feathers. 
But there was no mistaking that the 
Maori chieftainess was a white wom- 
an, despite the fact that she was 
tanned a dusky hue as the result of 
long residence beneath a_ tropical 
sun. 

The tiki worn was that of the Ta- 
ma-nul-a Manaia family, the oldest 
and most powerful, as well as war- 
like, of all’ the tribes of Maoriland. 
Her hair was cut a bit away on the 
side, indicating that the woman was 
a widow of a native chief. In a shawl 
basket on her back the woman car- 
ried an infant boy, while to her skirt 
clung a little girl.- 


S she gazed intently upon the 
A mor chieftainess, the niece of 

the missing woman recalled the 
death-bed request of the mother of 
Caroline Perrett. 

And in a flash came the thought— 
was this comely-lookine creature the 
Caroline Perrett who had been kid- 
naped in 1899? 

There was no doubting that Maira- 
tea Maui-waho was a Perrett. The 
family likeness was extraordinarily 
striking, notwithstanding that the 
woman's lower lips and chin were 
horribly and grotesquely disfigured by 
Maori tattcoing. * 

But all doubts as to the woman's 
identity were set at rest, when an- 
other Maori chieftainess whispered in

The confiding one was 
Chieftainess Hina-Taunga, 
a rival of the white Maori 
chieftainess for the hand 
of the great Maori Chief 
Ruru-te-ina. 

‘“‘Mairatea Maui-waho a Pakeha 
cea re she no Mapri.... she no Ta- 
ranaki,”’ drawled the jealous Hina- 
Taunga, who herself had observed the 
remarkable resemblance of the niece 
and her rival. 

If, by some chance, Chieftainess 
Mairatea Maui-waho. was taken from 
the tribe, the field would be cleared 
of a most formidable rival for the 
hand of the great Whakatau Ruru-te- 
ina—8o reasoned the love-frenzied Hi- 
na-Taunga. 

Into the ears of the eager niece the

stirring story as to how Maliratea 
Mauli-waho had come among. the 


tribesmen of Taranaki, eventually be- 
coming the wife of.a native chief, and 
now in her widowhood was angling 
for the hand of another great chief. 
It was a weird and mysterious nar- 
rative that the love-maddened Hina- 


Taunga revealed to the strange white. 


visitor from Taranaki—the niece of 
the missing Caroline Perrett. 

Within a short time the niece was 
at the side of Mairatea Maui-waho, 
whom she began questioning about 
her early life. Unsuspectingly, the

The conversation between the two 
women was carried on through the aid 
of an interpreter, for Mairatea Mauli- 
waho was unable to speak English, 
as was the cunning Hina-Taunga. 

The white Maori chieftainess was 
asked to bare her shoulder, for the 
niece knew that when a child the aunt 
had fallen across a hot grate, which 
had left a scar. The tell-tale mark of 
identification was there, though 
around the scar a tohunga-ta-moko, a 
professional] tattooer, had needled an 
ornate design, as if to hide forever 
every clue to the woman's identity, 

Mairatea Maui-waho was able, how- 
ever, to recall how many years ago 
she had been taken overland for a 
long journey. She also told how she 
had journeyed a great distance in a 
canoe. The white chieftaineas fur- 
ther related how she had been singled 
out for great tribal honors. Eagerly, 
she narrated the details of her ro- 
mance with the great chief Tama- 
nul-a Manaia. As to becoming a chief- 
tainess in her own right, she explained 
that it was the greatest triumph of 
her life. With pride she referred to 
her two children, expressing the hope

that her infant son

the child had been kidnaped, had been 
the scene of the fiercest of the native 
wars against the whites. The Tarana- 
ki campaigns lasted with little inter- 
mission from 1860 to 1869. Even to 
this day embers of the fierce conflicts 
of the long-ago frequently burst into 
flame. 

About the farming settlement where 
the Perretts maintained their home- 
stead there were in 1899 nearly 4000 
natives, belonging chiefly to the Atia- 
wa, Taranaki, Ngati-Ruanui, 
and Nga-Rauru tribes. Un- 
til lately these Maoris ‘re- 
garded themselves as dis- 
ciples of the celebrated 
prophet, Te Whiti. For the 
whites they have always 
borne a deadly enmity. 

It was just thirty years 
ago that the New Zealand 
Government began the extension of 
the railway lines in the southern part 
of North Island, towards Taranaki. 
The railway builders found it neces- 
sary to lay tracks through a grazing 
pasture of the wealthy farmer Per- 
rett. And at one point on his place 
it was also necessary to erect a build- 
ing. 

The Maoris, through their, chiefs 
and chieftainesses, appealed to the 
farmer not to sell his land to the Gov- 
ernment railway syndicate, pointing 
out that in a corner of his grazing 
pasture rested the greatest of all na- 
tive chieftains, Tutanekai. The tribal 
prophets warned Perrett that, if the 
bones of the mighty Tutanekai were 
disturbed, his ‘‘coming days and 
hights would be full of woe and dark- 
ness."’ 


HE New Zealander laughed at 

the dire prophecies of the sav- 

ages and sold the land to the 

railway-building syndicate for 355 
pounds. 

And over the spot marking the last 
resting place of the mighty Tutanekai 
there arose a freight shed and rail- 
way office,

for an accompaniment, the Maoris 
chanted a dirge for the soul] of the 
departed Tutanekai.

rior of the submarine, open at the bot- 
tom; an out-opening hatch at the top. 
It is, indeed, very like an immense 
piece of stove pipe, five or six feet in 
diameter, with the top end encircling 
the inside of the hatch and the lower 
end open. 

When the submarine meets with dis- 
aster and is lying on the ocean floor, 
say 165 feet below surface, the pres- 
sure on the outside of the submarine 
hull is about 75 pounds to the square 
inch. 

By means of a release inside the 
vessel, the buoy reel outside is freed, 
the buoy floats to the top of the wa- 
ter, and any rescue ship that may be 
there picks it up. Inside the line is a 
telephone wire, with which the im- 
prisoned men may communicate with 
those on the surface. 

The first step in the actual escape 
is to seal tightly all doors of the par- 
ticular compartment from which the 
escape is to be made—in this case, 
say, the torpedo room—so as to make 
it absolutely airtight from the remain- 
der of the vessel. 

Then, by opening a seacock in the 
floor of the compartment, the room is 
flooded. 

Since the room is tightly sealed, and 
no air can get out, the water rising 
from the floor constantly compresses 
the entrapped air until it has finally 


created a pressure in the top of the

chamber equal to the water pressure 
outside. At that point the flooding 
stops, automatically, for the resistance 
of the entrapped air to any further 
compression is as great as the attempt 
of the water to come in through the 
seacock. 

When the water no longer enters 
through the seacock it is, therefore, 
evidence that the pressure inside the 
vessel is the same as that outside, and 
it is then possible to open any hatches 
desired. To open any in the ceiling 
of the chamber proper, however, 
would mean an immediate escape of 
all the entrapped air, a complete 
flooding of the compartment, the 
drowning of all those who could not 
immediately escape. 

. But inside the collar is a hatch, and 

the water which floods the chamber 
has risen well above the lower open- 
ing of the collar, so that the air inside 
it is completely cut off from that en- 
trapped in the top of the compartment 
around it. 

By openiug this hatch.the entrapped 
air inside the collar, of course, will be 
lost. But that around the outside of 
it, still without a means of escape 
above the water line, will remain for 


ad 


those who are waiting their turns. 

The stage is now set. The prisoners, 
who put on their ‘“‘lungs’’ and filled 
them with oxygen before the water 
started coming ih and are now stand- 
ing on rail-benches on the floor so 
their heads will be above the water 
level of the flooded chamber, are 
ready to make their escape. By the 


-gradual flooding of the chamber they 


have been slowly placed under the 
necessary atmospheric pressure. 

All that is now necessary is for one 
of them to duck under the submerged 
edge of the collar, coming up inside, 
and open the hatch. Just outside is the 
buoy line to the surface, up which he 
climbs, stopping at the necessary 
points for decompression. The others, 
one by one, follow. 

Thus, by means of a simple ‘‘stove- 
pipe,’’ built on the interior ceiling of 
the compartment, the rescue is effect- 
ed and the necessary slow compression 
and equalization accomplished. 

It is this type that is being fitted 
on all S-boats at the present time. 

The trunk type of escape apparetus 
is operated on virtually the same prin- 
ciple, except that the entire flooding 
and release operation is effected in a 


small individual compartment in the 
conning tower. Several climb 
this, seal themselves in by closing a 
hatch in the bottom, then open a sea- 
cock and flood the chamber. As in 
the other instance, the water rushes 
in until the pressure of entrapped air 


is equal to that of the water outside, 


at which time it is possible to open a 
hatch in the lower side of the com- 
partment and escape to the water out- 
side. 

In this case one man remains be- 
hind, recloses the hatch, finally opens 
a drain cock in the bottom of the com- 
partment, which slowly releases the 
water into the open interior of the 
submarine below. As soon as the wa- 
ter is emptied from the chamber the 
pressure is once more equal to that in 
the submarine, the hatch in the bot- 
tom of the chamber may be opened 
again, and the procedure repeated. 

This system, as may be readily seen, 
has a slight advantage over the otnaer 
in that the sleeve type floods the en- 
tire compartment from which the es- 
cape is made, while the trunk style 
allows the entrance of only such water 
as may be drained from the chamber 
in the several escape operations ner- 
essary. 

This fact makes salvage much eas- 
ler, but, as Navy officials point out, a 
salvaged submarine is of little value 
except for scrapping purposes anyway.
